The re-gilding uud decoiation of Biff 
Beu has heou commemorated by the 
-employes engaged on the work in an 
interesting manner. In the brass re- 
ceptacle which supports the ornamen- 
tal vauo rod they placed a list of their 
ovn names, a purse containing a small 
rrili cross, seveial coins, a copy of the 
score to which the chime of tho clock 
is set, and several copii-a of the Lou- 
don dailv papers of August 27th, 1877. 
This done, tho receptacle was her- 
metically sealed and the scaffolding 
remored. , ... , , 

Mr. Gladstone s resolution not to 
make any public speech during bis 
visit to Ireland was broken for the 
first time on Monday, when he visited 
Dublin University. Tbo undergradu- 
ates so clamoio'isly demanded an ad- 
dress that the right hon. gentlemun 
felt himself compolled to speak a few 
words to them. Of courso his speech 
was highly complimentary, and in re- 
turn for his glowing eulogies of their 
institution they accorded tho ex- 
Premier a very enthusiastic greeting. 

Another application was mado by 
Mr. Cobbet on Wednesday, at the 
Court of Queen's Bench, for a writ of 
"habeas corpus" for tho release of Ar- 
thur Orton, which Mr. Justico Lopes, 
of course, refused to grant. Mr. 
Cobbet is porsoTering, if nothing else. 

The court-martial upon several of 
the men of the 11th Hus-ars upon tho. 
charge of mutinous conduct at the 
Currah a few weoks ago was brought 
to a termination on Wednesday. The 
decision of the Court was, however, 
not made known, but will be announc- 
ed Phortly before tbo W 7 ur Office. 

Only a short time back, as I daro 
say your readers will remember, tho 
"Obstruction" policy bad caused such 
great escitemen t at Limerick, and had 
so many supporters tfaoro that Mr. 
Butt was advised to postpone his visit 
to the town. Now, however, this ex- 
citement has died away, and accord- 
ingly Mr.Buttis invited to address his 
cons'tituents, and is promised a hearty 
reception and sd address of confi- 
dence. This is a great change in so 
short a time, for Mr. Butt has just de- 
clared himself very strongly against 
thfi tactics of Messrs. Biggar and Painell, 
aud I really begin to thiuk that even the 
Irish are opening their eyes to tho fact 
that the obstructionist policy will iiait^er 
add to their reputation nor advanco their 
interest. 

A London doteetive says that 80 per 
cent, of tho people who go to Scotland 
Yard to complain that tlisy have been 
robbed by confidence men nre Ataoricaus. 

According to recent statistics the pop- 
ulation of British India is 190,000,000. 
Bombay is the most sparsely populated 
of the three presidencies, having only 131 
persons to each square mile, while Madras 
has 143, and Bengal 395. 

The Aleiiical Journal says:— The aruount 
of rest which Gale cun get at any time 
during the mouili's walk of 1800 miles in 
a thousand consecuiivo hours dues not 
averngo above three and a half minutes. 
The tusk seems to bo an impossible one; 
and we confess that it is one we are very 
sorry to see any man undertaking to per- 
form. 

A shocking fatality has attended a bal- 
loon accident at tho village of Oai lton-in 
Lindrick, near Worksop.

Mr. Darwin weDt from London all the 
way to Liverpool not long ago to call on 
Pongo, the learned gorilla, and left bis 
card tucked in the door of l'ongo's room, 
just above tho door knob. An American 
gentleman just returned from En -land 
tells it in tho New York Prist, and bays of 
his own experiences with Pongo:— "I was 
interested in observing that he would rest 
his head on his hand and liis elbow on my 
knee, and look into my face with the 
simple, earnest demeanor of un intelligent 
child. 'Did you teaeh Pongo these tricks?' 
I asked of his keeper. 'Oh no, not at 
all I' was the reply; - wekavoboen trying 
not to teach him, but to find out how 
much ho has taught us.' "

London is complaining that the water 
companies do not supply an adequate 
quantity of water.

Tho last sensational suicide in Europe 
is that of Mario Prieur, a pretty French 
singer of twouty-five, who ran away from 
her home at Toulouse with' Count Hugno 
Lamborg, an Austrian cavalry officer. She 
had acquired a competency and retired 
from tho stage, young as sho was; thou 
she was smitten with a passion that tho 
Count failed to reciprocate fully, and 
when he left her she placed hi? portrait 
over her heart and with a revolver ballot 
pierced both. 

Tho wedding dress of Mario do lnsMcr- 
celes, future Queen of Spain, has already 
been ordered, and tbo feminine portion of 
tho world will doubtless call it beautiful. 
It is to ho of while satin, entirely covered 
with Alensou point lace, <>n which will be 
worked tho arms of all the malms into 
which Spain was formerly div dod. This 
recalls tho dress of Queen Adelaide of 
England, which was a protty piece of 
imagination — it was embroidered with 
flowers, the initials of which formod hor 
name. 

An event has taken place of somo social 
significance, as curiously marking the 
changed circumstances of modern life. 
For tho first time sinco Evan's musio and 
rooms wore opened about tho year 182G, 
ladies have been admitted to enjoy tho 
madrigals and mutton chops which have 
long sinco given tho place a peculiar 
celebriety. The so-called comic songs of 
the olden timo wore not exactly fitted for 
feminine ears, and partly for this reason 
and partly for others that may bo readily 
understood, the audience of the hall has 
been hitherto scrupulously composed of 
tho male gentler. The concert hall at 
Evans' was '•immortalized" by Thackeray 
in his novel of "The Nowcombs." 

Marlborough House has been recently 
so thoroughly overhauled that all anxiety 
on tho score of its bad drainage may now 
bo dismissed. At Sandrigham, since tho 
illness of the Prince of Wales, a special 
supply of pure water is furnished to the 
royal table from two springs on tho estate, 
which produce very pure water. The 
hotiso has also been thoroughly ventilat- 
ed. The drains wero removed by Mr. 
Rawliusou, who removed all the cess- 
pools. 

Mr. Archibald Forbes has entirely re- 
covered from the attack of Danubian fever 
which obliged him to leave the seat of 
war. At ono timo, like Coleridge, Mr. 
Forbes served as a privato in a British 
regiment of dragoons. 

In a fortnight, tays Vanity Fair, the 
93rd Highlanders will be about 500 under 
its establishment. Tho Horso Guards 
have urged that every exertion should bo 
made to obtain recruits. Aberdeenshire, 
Banff, and Kincardine, which constitute 
its sub-district, are, however, perhaps the 
worst rtcruiting counties in Great Bri- 
tain, owing to tho high rate of wages, aud 
either it will bo found necessary to en- 
largo the district, or to obtain English- 
men and Irishmen to fill up tho ranks of 
two of the most national corps in tho 
army, viz., the 92nd and 93rd Highland- 
ers. 

The Paris correspondent of tiio Daily 
News says a curious instance has occurred 
of a great criminal owing his life to tbo 
bad spelling of the foreman of the jury. 
Haas, a desperate convict, who killed a 
gaoler at Poissy, was found guilty, but 
the foremnn, in banding in the verdict, 
according to law. '-Yes, by a majority " — 
in French "majorite" — spelt tho latter 
word ''miigorite," The Court of Cassation 
held that the mis spelling was a fatal ob- 
jection, and granted a new trial. The jury, 
from a feeling of cempassion, more natur- 
al than logical, for a man who hod endur- 
ed tho agonies of so lung a suspense, gave 
Haas extenuating circumstances, and he 
is sentenced topoxal servitude for life. 

The deflllt is announced of Mips Cob- 
bett, daughter of William Cobbelt, author 
of the "Polilioal Register."

England and the Eastern War- Views of 
a Pro-Turkish Journal. 



Chicaqo, November 21st. — A Times 
Loudon special says: A leading Turcopile 
newspaper demands that England shall 
declare war at once against tho Russians. 
It says: If tho English people, are bent 
on sacrificing their renown among the 
nations as well as their wide spread 
dominions becauso Turkey is not hotter 
governed than Russia, then no warnings, 
no writing on tho wall will avail to savo 
them. Russia has now virtually conquer- 
ed Armenia. Persia next falls under hor 
domination. Tho ways to tho East, 
West and South aro open. India will 
thrill with surpreesed excitement which 
no faraino subscriptions will calm. The 
Czar is on the road to tho Dardanelles, 
and the England of Nelson and Pitt sits 
watching tho drama in a state of senti- 
mental indecision. 

An Instance or Jeefery'b Justice. — 
Probably no mockery of justico ever ex- 
ceeded that of tho notorious Jeffery in 
spirit if not in scope. In tho year 1G83, 
as ho was making his northern circuit, he 
came to Newcastle upon-Tyne. Here he 
was informed that some twenty young 
men of tho town had formed themselves 
into a society, and met weekly for prayer 
and religious conversation. Jefferys at 
onco naw in theso youths so many rebels 
and fanatics, and he ordered them to bo 
apprehended. Tho young men were 
Drought beforo his tribunal. A book of 
rules which they had drawn out for the 
regulation of their society was also pro- 
duced, and was held by the judge as suffi- 
cient proof that they were a club of plot- 
L s. Fixing his contemptuous glance on 
one of them, whoso look aud dress wore

DIFFICULTIES OF THE COMMIS- 
SAHIAT. 

(Oorrospoudonct Loudon Nowh.) 

Wo havo just had a forotaste of what the 
rainy season will bo; fora storinof a weok 
or ten days has given us a sufficiently 
vivid impression of tho possibilities of a 
town liko Simnitzu, and they are dis- 
heartening to contemplate. Tho first day 
or two of rain it was within tho power of 
a strong man with a pair of tall boots to 
go to tho post, but iu the courso of the 
week tho building used for tho office of 
post and telegraph was an island iu a sea 
of black mud of tho consistency of soft 
butter up to the bellies of the horses, aud 
tho only way to go to tho post was on 
horseback, or in a strong waggon towed 
through tho mud by a good team. As for 
thostreotsiu the neighborhood of the 
hotel, circus, restaurants, and, in fact, tho 
centre of tho town, they wero morasses 
stmwn with broken carts buried nearly 
out of sight in tho mud, horses dead or 
choking to death in their last feeble ef • 
forts to rise from tlio depths of the slough 
into which thoy had fallen exhausted with 
the struggle to haul the clumsy cart 
through tho streets, Those who had to 
go on foot picked out a sticky patch along 
tho shanties and fences, sometimes re- 
quiring assistunco to got out of a plaeo 
into which thoy had ventured in the hopo 
of being able to cross the stroet. 

Soldiers in their long boots waded along 
to their posts entirely drenched, and the 
half-naked Wallachitm hugged his sheep- 
skin jacket to his sides, aud went about 
with bare legs. Such a spectacle of human 
miseiy as I witnessed in that storm has 
rarely met my eyes beforo.and it is scarce- 
ly to be desoribed. All tho timo tho sup- 
ply trains wero toiling along on their way 
to tho front, the miserable oxon stagger- 
ing through the miro, and tho half-soaked 
driver crouched upon his load with hard- 
ly courage enough left to flourish his whip 
or emit bis accustomed yell. At night 
fire was often impossiblo, but when there 
was a lull iu the storm everywhere along 
the roads blazed little fire3 of cornstalks 
or caiefuily guarded chips, and acircloof 
peasants in sheepskin caps aud jackets, 
their long t ingled hair dripping with wet, 
stretched out thoir stiff fingers into the 
wolcomo heat of tho flame, and so lived 
through the long hours of darkness, until 
tho higher temporature of daylight made 
it possible to sleep ovon in wet garments. 
Along the marsh betweon Simuitzaaud tho 
bridges the soft soil was so cut to pieces 
and trodden into paste, that tho trains only 
with tne greatest difliculty.and after hours 
of hard work, could reach tho platforms. 
The chaussee loading directly from tho 
bluff to the bridges is still in the course 
of preparation, and the ditches and dykes 
already made have only served thus far 
to prevent freo passage to the river. 
Everything finishes ut last, and even this 
short piece of roadway inay be completed 
in time to bo of service in tho winter. 
Over tho bridges moved wearily the long 
lines of carts, tho wheels solid with mud, 
and dragging upon tho platforms of tho 
boats ankle deep layers of miro, which re- 
quired a forco of men continually at work 
to remove. On this side of the river, the 
Sistova side, tho btidgo ended in a slough 
to which the worst morass in Simnitza 
was but a joke. Along the short path be- 
tween tbe bridges ond tho town, perhaps 
tho eighth of a mile in length, two score

evening, among tne guests wero Minister 
Noyes, Mr. Hitt.M. M. Gambetta, Grevy 
deLeBBeps, Waddington and Vignand. 
M, De Girardin proposed Gen. Grant's 
health; the General responded and drank 
to the prosperity of the French republic, 
saying he hoped it would attain the result 
which Americans had endeavored to at- 
tain, namely tlio regime of liberty acces- 
sible to every body. Gambetta propos- 
ing the health of M. De Girardin thanked 
him for affording him an opportunity to 
sit at the same table with tho ex-President 
of tho United States. Ho spoke with 
praise of Gen. Grant's political career and 
whuwed how tho General obodieut to the 
laws of his country while ho undarstood 
the importance and dignity of the army, 
never permitted it to assume supremacy 
over the civil authorities. 

Gambetta concluded as follows: France, 
notwithstanding her misfortunes, remains 
great and generous and attached above all 
to liberty. 

London, Nov. 28. — A Berlin correspon- 
dent says negotiations betweon Germany 
and the United States for a mutual natu- 
ralization troaty to supersede treaties 
now iu forco with separate German states 
for a treaty on a much wider basis than 
hiterto been stated. The treaty is to set- 
tle all internationol questions which havo 
hitherto caused a misunderstanding such 
as naturalization, extradition, commercial 
intercourse, the marriage law and protec- 
tion of ttado marks. 

London, Nov. 28. —Tho distress among 
the mining population of Cornwall has 
become so great as to retinue an organiz- 
ed charitable movement for their reliof. 

Madrid, Nov. 28. — Tlio Minister of 
Foreign Affairs will formally notiliy 
foreign powers of tho intended marriage 
of King Alfonso with Princess Mario do 
Los Mercedes. 

' Roue, Nov. 28. — In tho Chamber of 
Deputies to day during tho debate on 
penal oodo, tho clause abolishing capital 
punishment was adopted by a largo ma- 
jority. Several deputies afterwards urged 
that tho Government should iiiBort i 
clause in future extradition treaties ex- 
empting criminals under sentence of death 
from liability to extradition. 

Milan, Nov. 28.— It is announced that 
the international exhibition will bo hold 
hero iu 1879. 

BuoiIAREST, Nov. 29. — In official Rus- 
sian circles emphatic denial is given to 
rumors of tlio intention to conclude an 
armistice after tlio fall of Plevna. 

London, Nov, 29. — Tho Times and Daily 
News unqualifiedly approve Derby's de- 
clarations regarding England's policy in 
the East. Those journals which usually 
support tho Government find them' very 
unsatisfactory. Tho Times says Lord 
Derby has at lust, we may presume, re- 
turned a final aiibwer to the clamors of 
war with Russia in defense of Turkey and 
his words will give perfect satisfaction to 
the great majority of bis countrymen, 
The Standard says at tho timu when tho 
Government is accused of not knowing 
its own mind and of not having a definite

A Turkish Army at Prayers. — Each 
man takes his place iu the ranks, his 
hands hanging close by his sides. Then 
ho lifts thorn to his ears as if to shut out 
all worldly sounds. Thtu he lays them 
ou his knees, and bowing his body for- 
ward seems lost in contemplation. After a 
few ecconds ho sinks to his kueos and 
leans back upon his hoels, aud then bow- 
ing with bis forehead to the earth, ex- 
claims, or rather chants: "Allah Akhbar ' 
(God iB great). Three times be thus hows 
and chants, and thou ho stands up, bow- 
ing forward, chanting three times, "La 
Allah il Allah" (there is no Go.l but God) . 
Tho remainder of the somewhat lodious 
prayers which follow consist principally, 
as far as I can make out, of long verseB of 
the "Koran." In all his simple religious 
exercises the Turkish soldier is devout- 
ness and attention itself, and it is perhaps 
most in privacy that this is most apparent. 
I havo frequently como unexpectedly 
upon some rugged soldior in ono of tho 
wild, lonely ravines -that gash tho hill- 
sides around, standing beforo tho ragged 
overcoat which served him for a praying- 
carpet, and going through his rather ac- 
tive roiigious motions with a zeal which 
would do credit to tho most self-consci- 
ous Pharisee. Tho stranger who for the 
first time witnesses the united prayers of 
Turkish soldiers in camp is considerably 
puzzled by the selection of heterogeneous 
articles brought forward to tho place of 
worship when the Muezzin's call has con- 
cluded. Roiigious custom requires that 
each man bo provided with a praying- 
carpet of ouo description or another, and 
that ho take off his Bhoes hb well. Ono 
man brings a jagged sheepskin, another a 
goat hide, a third tho saddle-cloth of his 
horse, a fourth, mayhap, his jackol;overy 
one has something or another on which 
ho may kneel, To seo sumo hundred men 
thus hurrying to tho spot where the blue- 
robed, white turbatiod Imaun stands, ono_ 
might be easily lod to imagine them so" 
muny persons eager to dispose of super- 
fluous garments.— Oorr, London News.

Dang-erous Defender.

An Experiment for Boys. —Take two 
empty oyster caus and a stout, smooth 
string. Let a small hole bo made in tho 
bottom of each can, through which the 
string, say fifty or ono hundred feet in 
length, is passed and secured. Then let 
tho experimenters set up their talking 
telegraph by choosing their stations as fur 
apart as tho tightly-stretched string will 
permit, and while ono of tho operators 
holds his ear to ouo of tho caus and his 
companion his mouth to tho can at the 
other end of tho line, thoy will find that a 
conversation can bo ca ried on, so that 
low tonps, and even a whisper, will bo 
distinctly perceptible. What usually 
most astonishes those who make this ex- 
periment for tho first time is thut the 
sound of the voice does not seem to como 
from the person speaking at tho other ond 
of the string, but to issue from tho can 
itself, which is field to tho oar of the 
listener. This at first appears to bo 
a deception, but it is really not so. The 
ear tells tho exact truth. Tho voice that 
is heard really comes from tho can that is 
held to the oar of the hearer. The voice 
of tho spouker communicates sound-pro- 
ducing vibration to the walls of tho oan 
with which his voice is in immediate con- 
tact. These vibrations are communicated 
to tho string, but so changed that they no 
longer affect the ear A person may stand 
by the string while tho sound is passing, 
and yet hear nothing. At the other end 
of the string, however, theso hidden vi- 
brations reproduce themselves as sound. 

Great complaints have been lately 
made concerning tho quality of the bread 
rations supplied to our soldiers.

A Romantic History. 

A story that reads like a mediroval ro- 
mance comes from Now York. In refitting 
tho old postoffice buildings the carpenters 
have discovered that tho upper floors are 
double, and are arranged so that detect- 
ives can watch tho operations of those in 
the different rooniB, who suppose them- 
selves to bo nlono. The whole building 
was furnished with secret passages, slid- 
ing panels, hidden trap-doois, and mys- 
terious chambers, whose existonco tho 
post officials had no knowledge of, with 
tho exception of the postmaster aud assist- 
ant.

attic room, and tho guilty person was met 
at the door, or tapped on tho shoulder in 
tho interior of the ollico by another de- 
tective. Tho apertures through which 
the delectivo overlooked tho rooms aro in 
most places so small as hardly to be visi- 
ble from the apartments below. Some of 
them, however, look boldly down horn 
tho casement, but as tho planks in which 
they aro seen wero obtained from very 
old timber, the hobs would readily bo 
taken for knot holos.
